Frankel said he will proceed 
with the Merion project despite 
the fact that the Lower Merion 
Township Commissioners have 
changed the zoning classification 
of the property from R-5. which 
permits apartments, to R-3 which 
restricts building to single family 
homes. 

Prior to the zoning change, a 
building permit was issued to 
Frankel for the Merion project 
on a writ of mandamus from the 
Montgomery County Court. A bill 
m equity, filed by the Merion 
Civic Association and John P. 
Connelly, who owns the adjoin- 
ing property, is pending before 
the court. The bill asks that 
Frankel be enjoined from build- 
ing an apartment house on the 
property.

Chief OPA Concern 

Three Suburban 
Boards Will Continue | 
Full-Scale Operation 

Although ration restruc- 
tions have been lifted on gas- 
oline and some food items, 
the OPA Ration Boards in 
Ardmore, Bryn Mawr and 
Haverford Township will con- 
tinue to function. 

In fact, they will probably 
be busier than ever, because 
they are now faced with the 
problem of maintaining price 
controls without the aid of the 
emotional propaganda wea- 
pons available when the coun- 
try was fighting a desperate 
war. 

The three board chairmen said 
Wednesday that there will be a 
great increase in emphasis placed 
on price control. They pointed out 
that as industry starts to turn out 
new civilian goods — such as elec- 
trical appliances, automobiles and 
stoves — these, too. will come under 
price control, which will add to 
the work of the boards. 

At a meeting of the Ardmore 
board Tuesday night, Henry M. 
Harmon, chairman, declared: 

"The battle is now against our- 
selves, not against the enemy." 

He said that retail food prices 
'have risen only 15 per cent during 
the war over March. 1942, when 
controls were established. 

All these boards indicated that 
board members and volunteer 
workers, who have heretofore been 
occupied with gasoline and fuel ra- 
tioning, would now be asked to 
give their services to the Price 
Control Panel. 

The panels of the three boards 
will continue to maintain price 
control over meats, even though it

Motorists Pick Up Tempo of Peace Time Traffic 
Police Warn Against Drivers Who Are 'Rusty' 



Lifting of gasoline rationing ^nd the 35-miles- 
an-hour speed limit has increased traffic in some 
suburban sections but has brought no immediate 
rise in the number of traffic accidents or violations, 
police reported this week. 

Police said there were more pleasure cars on the 
road over the weekend but. in some sections, this 
was offset by a decline in motorists who have been 
working in war plants. 

In Delaware County a police officer reported 
that returning veterans, accustomed to driving 
jeeps, tanks and trucks, were the chief speeding 
offenders. He also warned against motorists who 
because of rationing have not been using their 
cars regularly and have grown "rusty." 

Suburban police officers said they were pre- 
pared to clamp on rigid traffic- control if accidents 
or violations showed an upward trend. Lower Mer- 
ion Township will re-establish its motorcycle pa- , 
trol as soon as possible. 

Police seemed agreed that the majority of 
drivers were not taking advantage of the increased 
speed limit due to the poor condition of their tires. 

Sgt. Daniel Magee of the Lower Merion police 
reported a tremendous increase in traffic over last 
weekend and said that in many places there was 
a solid line-up of cars. 

At the moment, Sgt, Magee said, no stricter 
traffic controls were contemplated but if violations 
increased they will be curbed. He stated that Lower 
Merion has always had a rigid traffic control and 
that present regulations would take care of exist- 
ing conditions. He said the only change which is 
being contemplated is to return to duty the motor- 
cycle police who were removed during the war due 
to the manpower situation. Before the war there 
were eight to 10 men whose job it was to patrol the 
township on motorcycles. 

Lt. James Hartness of the Haverford Township 
police said that traffic had shown little increase 
since restrictions were lifted. 

"Traffic has been heavy in the township." he 
said, "because of the great number of war workers. 



The decrease in the number of war workers on the 
road has been offset by the increase in pleasure 
drivers." he said. 

"There has been no increase in traffic accidents 
or violations, and at the present no action-is anti- 
cipated in enacting more traffic controls." 

Sgt. F. X. Kelly of the State Motor Police sta- 
tion at Sharon Hill said that there was about a 70 
per cent increase In traffic through Delaware Coun- 
ty and that the majority of the pleasure drivers 
came from metropolitan Philadelphia. 

According to Kelly there has been no increase 
in accidents or violations and at the present the 
police are not contemplating any changes in driv- 
ing regulations. 

"Of course." he said, "there are always speed 
violators, but usually most of them are not delib- 
erate violations. Should there be an increase in 
will be taken." 

He pointed out that returning servicemen are 
for the most part the ones who were doing the 
speeding rather than those motorists who haven't 
had much use of their cars in the past few years. 
He said that these boys are used to driving tanks 
or similar vehicles on roads where they had no 
traffic to contend with an have a tendency to for- 
get there are traffic rules and regulations on public 
highways. 

Kelly pointed out that although those' drivers, 
who have not touched a wheel for sometime are not 
speeding, they are not driving as they should. 

"Many of them seem to be timid and unsure of 
themselves." he said. 

He also said that the traffic situation will fast 
become a greater problem and will eventually neces- 
sitate more controls. 

State Motor Police at the Devon barracks re- 
ported a negligible increase in the traffic. The traf- 
fic in the Upper Main Line area has been mostly 
war worker traffic, and a decrease has been noted 
in this. Nc increase in accidents or traffic viola- 
tions has been noted and most drivers still observe 
the 35 mile an hour rate due to their tires.

Canine Training Classes In Manners 
Place Dogs on Equal Social Footing

Whether pedigree or mutt, so- 
cial barriers are now down in the 
canine world and each has an 
equal chance to attain the social 
graces at the Philadelphia Dog 
Training Club. 

For the past several years dog 
iovers have been getting together 
with their pets and training them 
to be nice dogs, befitting their 
place in life. They gather once a 
week and the dogs are put 
through their paces, which, after 
their graduation, will make them 
more delightful pets in the home, 
and better entries in dog shows. 

The dogs are now trained in 
the gymnasium of the Montgom- 
ery County Day School which is 
rented by the club for use every 
Wednesday night. The club has 
moved many times and at times 
private homes have been used for 
this purpose when no other place 
was available. 

S. Hulme Brown of Narberth, 
who offered his services as train- 
er when the regular trainer went 
to war. is now in charge of the 
classes. 

Prior to this the club .had a 
professional trainer, G. Simpson, 
who has been training dogs for 
war duty with the Coast Guard. 

The chief purpose of these 
classes is to make mannerly dogs. 
According to Brown it is possible 
to train a dog completely in nine 
months. A dog which has been 



trained never forgets its training 
but if the training isn't continued 
the dog will tend to become lax 
in its manners. 

The training given to the mutts 
is primarily for home use but the 
pedigrees which are trained find 
it useful to them in the dog 
shows. In the first stages the dogs 
are trained as companion dogs 
and receive certificates for this if 
they pass the requirements. They 
then can go into the next classi- 
fication which is companion dog 
excellent, and the highest class 
is utility dog. 

To be completely successful in 
the training of a dog much work 
must be done by its master. 
Brown said that in the early 
training of the dog the ability of 
the handler counted 80 percent 
and the ability of the dog 20 per- 
cent. After the dog passes the 
early stages of training this is 
just reversed. 

Any and all dogs are welcomed 
into the class which has a neglig- 
ible fee attached per dog entered. 
Many varieties of dogs are train- 
ed — English setters, boxers. Ger- 
man shepherds, cocker spaniels, 
as well as many mixed breeds.

HIGHLIGHTS OF PLAN FOR RECONVERSION 

The Japanese surrender has brought an end to a number of war- 
time restrictions on the civilian economy. But it still leaves problems 
of keeping prices stable, conservation of scarce consumer goods, and 
other basic matters involved in reconversion from war to peace, ac- 
cording to reports from the Office of War Mobilization and Recon- 
version, WPB, OPA and other government agencies responsible foi 
an orderly transition to a peace economy. 

The report, of the Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion, 
submitted by John W. Snyder, Director, and entitled "From War to 
Peace: A Challenge", stresses that the goal of our peacetime economy 
is a vastly expanded production which will make possible the attain- 
ment of the four major economic objectives which face us in the 
months ahead. They are: 

Jobs for all those willing and able to work; a steadily rising stand- 
ard of living; stabilization of our economy to avoid disastrous infla- 
tion or deflation; and increased opportunities -for farmers and busi- 
nessmen. 

The report highlights the following important questions that V-.T 
Day has raised and gives some specific answers: 

I. Military Contracts: All military contracts are being terminated 
immediately, except those required for experimental and development 
purposes and for the maintenance and supply of the armed forces. 
The largest continuing item in Army procurement will be in food and 
this will be cut as fast as demobilization will permit. Navy reductions 
will be smaller and more gradual. 

II. Demobilization: Demobilization from the armed services will 
return from at least 7.000.000 men to civilian life within the, next yeai 
At present, the Army is demobilizing at the rate of 170,000 per month. 

1 Within several months, the rate is expected to reach 500.000. The Army 
| will demobilize on the same basis as formerly, releasing first those 
men with longest combat service and greatest number of dependents. 
The Navy plans to demobilize some of its personnel, almost immedi- 
ately. Both the Army and the Navy will continue to draft on ft reduced 
basis, some men to replace those of longer service. 

III. Unemployment and Manpower: All controls over manpower 
aie to be removed and the compulsory 48-hour week ended at once. 
The U. S. Employment Service will devote its best efforts to finding 
jobs for displaced workers and veterans and assisting claimants for 
unemployment compensation. 

Unemployment currently is estimated at 1.100.000 persons. This 
represents the total without jobs on a given day. many of them being 
persons "between jobs". This total of unemployment is expected to rise 
to 5.000.000 or more within three months: perhaps to 8.000.000 before 
next Spring, as those released from war jobs are joined by large num- 
bers of men discharged from the armed services. Many of the unem- 
ployed will find new jobs within a few weeks — others will face extended 
periods without jobs. 

RULES FOR MAILING YULE GIFTS OVERSEAS 

Millions of Christmas gifts will go overseas again tins year to 
our armed forces. It will be especially difficult to deliver these gifts 
safely and on time, the Army and Navy point out, unless families 
ol service men and women cooperate in starting them off right. The 
following rules are therefore suggested for mailing Christmas pack- 
ages abroad. 

1. If your soldier is enroute home or about to come home, 
don't send him a Christmas package. 

2. Use his latest address and be sure it's complete and 
accurate; name, rank, serial number, organization and unit, APO, 
in care of postmaster at port of embarkation. Address it — then 
check it. 

3. Mail Christmas gifts overseas from September 15 to Octo- 
ber 15. In the Army, this is the only time you can mail a parcel 
overseas without a written request from your soldier. But . . . 

4. If there's reason to believe he may move to a new' loca- 
tion, it's safer to wait till you can mail your gift to the new ad- 
dress — even if this means asking him for a letter requesting your 

• gift so that you can mail it after October 15. 

5. Use a heavy box and strong cord. (Government-approved 
overseas boxes can be bought at retail stores.) 

6. Send only usable gifts like tinned dried fruit, canned lux- 
ury foods, razor blades, fountain pens, wallets, watches, etc. 

7. DON'T mail perishable foods, intoxicants, weapons, 
poisons, and all inflammable materials, including matches and 
lighter fluids. 

8. Your package must not weight over 5 pounds. It must 
not be more than 15 inches long, or more than 36 inches in lengtn 
and girth combined. 

Navy gifts should be sent during the same period — from Sep- 
tember 15 to October 15. However, gifts destined for Navy, Marine 
or Coast Guard personnel may be sent throughout the year without 
a written request. 

Mail Christmas cards any time, but seal them and put on first 
class postage.

armed forces have returned to 
their homes. 

The Legion announced it would 
renew its fight to obtain addi- 
tional hospital facilities for Penn- 
sylvania veterans.. District groups 
will be asked to approve a reso- 
lution calling for establishment 
of six hospitals for servicemen in 
addition to the three already in 
operation in the State. 

Other resolutions would: 

1. Demand immediate deporta- 
tion of all aliens in the United 
States with "records of subver- 
sive activities." 

2. Seek Congressional legisla- 
tion to guarantee payment of the 
full $10,000 in Federal insurance 
to beneficiaries of men who died 
in service. 

3. Denounce all individuals and 
gronps carrying on subversive or 
"hate" propaganda or "using the 
emotions of mothers whose sons 
were killed" for commercial pur- 
poses. 

4. Ask Congress to make finan- 
cial restitution to servicemen who 
were paid in countries where the 
value of the dollar was less than 
in the United States. 

5 Ask that men be given "de- 
cent uniforms" when discharged 
from service. 

The Legion executive committee 
announced that it would delay 
action on the proposal to estab- 
lish a Boys' Town in Pennsylva- 
nia, explaining that all available 
lunds would be needed to expand 
services, for veterans.
